Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 8, 
2008 in response to Office Action dated January 1 1 , 2008 has been entered. Claims 21- 
22, 24, 26-31 , 33-38, 40-41 are pending in this application. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 21, the prior art of record does not teach the 
limitation of "after presentation of the plurality of voicemail messages, providing a user 
prompt for a user to indicate which of the plurality of voicemail messages to call back", 
and "the subscriber indicating the voicemail message from the plurality of presented 
voicemail messages for connecting the subscriber with the caller". 

Regarding independent claims 28, 35, the prior art of record does not teach 
the limitation of "after presentation of the plurality of voicemail messages, providing a 
user prompt for a user to indicate which of the plurality of voicemail messages to call 
back", and "the subscriber sending a command to connect the subscriber with the 
caller". 

Since these added limitations are not taught by the prior art, the double patenting 
rejections are withdrawn.
